soaked at any time, 


Vndrained land is always wet in the 
spriuff and cnu never bo worked as early 
as drained land can. 
This delay

times IS a serious obstacle to farm work 
and often reduces the crop one^half or 
more. And any land in which water ap- 
pears in the furrow or which is so wet as 
to smear tho moldboard in tho spring 
needs draining. 
"Water is doubtless in- 
dispensable to plant .trowth, as it is to 
the life and growihof animals, but as an 
animal perishes when it is submerged in 
tho wuter so plants will perish when the 
roots are submerged. 
Stacjnant water is 
deadly to plants, not only because 
it 
destroys ihcir life, but bccause the o\'- 
cess of water so dilutes the dis^^ol ved food 
as to otarve the plants by depriving them 
of nutriment. 
Thei^c are suiHcient rea- 
sons of themselves why wet land should 
bo drained, and some bind that is not 
always wet needs drainage as well as the 
wettest, for smothering m water or the 
temporary withholdin;; of nutriment for 
oven a short tmio is quite as fatal as if 
these obstacles lo life were 
permanent.

Sod Honscs. 


Those who have never seen or boon in a 
sod house are apl: to feel great pity for 
those whom they consider so unfortunate 
as to have to dwoll in such a domicile. 
A moro mud hut is their idea, and thoy 
cannot imagine how one can bo content 
in so mean a home. 
.Just there they arc 
greatly in error, for while the sod house 
is not very beautiful to gazo upon out- 
wardly, yet it ciin, when built by a master 
hand,'be made to look very neat, and 
with a coating of cement over it, and a 
little penciling, could not, at a short dis- 
tance, be distinguished Irom a stono 
house, while, even without these, it is 
one of the most comfortable houses that 
can 
be made 
for a moderate sum of 
money, 
it far exceeds a common frame 
one for M^armth in winter and coolness 
in summer, and is stronger and 
more 
durable, withstanding winds and storms 
that would demolish tho former. 
It can 
bo neatly plastered inside on the walls, 
which, unlike stone and brick, arc not 
damp after once drying out. 
In this lo- 
cality wo arc very fortunate in having 
material 
from which good mortar 
is 
made, without having to purchase lime 
or hair. 
The magnesia and sand 
are 
used, and make a hard, durable plaster, 
They can be had free of expense by all. 


Cif course, a abingled roof can bo used 
as on liny othor house, but in this coun- 
try those made with boïirds, with tarred 
paper placed between tbo two Inyers, 
ihyn a layer of sod, and lastly a coating 
of alkali dirt, are considered preferable, 
as they keep out both summer's heat and 
winter's cold better, and'seldom leak at 
all when rightly made. 
Those houses 
arc not pliistored overhead, and when 
good dressed lumber is used, fastened to 
smoothly-peeled pitch-pine ridge logq, 
have a very neat appearance and are 
more airy and roomy than if a low ceil- 
ing were placed overhead, and much 
more healthful. 


Tho great point for commiseration is 
that most of those persons who have 
them for their abiding places do not 
have large enough 
ones. 
Tliey 
are 
generally limited to one or two rooms, 
and 
so, 
of course, 
are often 
much 
crowded. 


A house li>x20 feot, with 2-feet T.'alls, 
leaving a room Mxlti feet in the clear, 
can be finished completely, or with one 
coat of plastering—which is all

should be put on at first, as the walls

The milk is peculiarly rich and

j'avored, and the quantity of it yielded, 
even on hard fare, is so great that the 
Kerry has been styled tho poor man's
